to be of truth.) But now (thankes be to God) the 
pꝛinter and wozkmen being Ingliſh, can aide the 
Authoꝛs meaning, in ioining perfect conference of 
the olde vſe and new togither, which was not polli⸗ 
ble to be done by ſtraungers, lacking the perfect vſe 
of the voice vſed in Ingliſh ſpech. Beſides this, 
there was no grammer made noꝛ pꝛomiſed by any 
man vntill now, oꝛ at the leaſt, not ſpoken of abꝛode, 


though much deſired of ſtraungers and of our owne
